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The School Bus Decision 


The Wisconsin Supreme Court decision 


declaring unconstitutional the law passed 
at the last session of the legislature which 
authorized the transportation of all school 
children at public expense certainly settles 
that problem for another decade or so. But 
we suspect that it will come up again since 
the decision was not unanimous and cer- 
tainly is open to dispute. 


The law as it was adopted was prac- 


tically unworkable. It provided for bus 
transportation for all children to the pub- 
lic school which they were authorized, to 
attend at the expense of the district and ' 
the state. Parochial officials generally took 
as dim a view of the law as did district offi- 
cials striving to find a way to make it work. 
The problem, of scattered children and in- 
equities was great. But the law was so 
written to indicate that there was no great- 
er expense involved than if all the chil- 
dren actually did attend the public school. 


Wisconsin's Constitution states that no 


man shall "be compelled to attend, erect 
or support any place of worship, or to main- 
tain any ministry, against his consent . . . 
nor shall any,money be drawn from the 
treasury for the benefit of religious socie- 
ties. .•:. " The majority of courfmembers 
presumably believed that the bus transpor- 
tation law would be requiring everyone to 
pay taxes for the support of the various 
churches which operate schools. 


The justices must then believe that 


transportation to school is an aid to the 
schools rather than to the children so trans- 
ported. If this is so perhaps the legislature 
should reconsider the entire transportation 
law which we always thought was to give 
assistance to youngsters who li\ed more 
than 2% miles from a school. 


The decision will stand for some time 


but it is still wide open for discussion.

We congratulate him for his 
honor and the university for its perspicac- 
ity in awarding it.

The 20 largest districts in the 
United States have a total population of 13,- 
941,475 which is about three times as many 
people as the 20 smallest districts with a 
total of 4,550,618. The average population 
in the largest districts is 697,074 which is 
69.8 per cent above the average of 410,481 
for all Congressional districts. The aver- 
age population of the 20 smallest districts 
is 227.531 or 44.6 per cent less than the 
U.S. average.

sometimes Vitamin A helps, hut 
sometimes il does no good at all. 


The reason appears to be that 


some individuals do not absorb 
or utilize Vitamin A properly, so 
extra doses are a waste of time 
and money. (Vitamin is plentiful 
in yellow fruits and vegetables, 
eggs, 
margarine, butter, 
milk, 


and fish oils.) 


Overdosage of Vitamin A can 


cause yellowness of the skin, es- 
pecially the palms of the hands. 
Reducing the dose lets this color 
fade gradually.

Many high schools have set up 


special, accelerated classes 
to 


provide the best possible educa- 
tion for gifted students. 


Some of these special classes, 


however, defeat their own pur- 
pose. 


Take the case of Roger 
and 


Jim. typical high school seniors. 


Roger's grades show a C aver- 


•hink-ahead people 


- — 
know odd indigestion 
can strike anytime... 
so they 
u 


TUMMY! 


I age. Jim gets high B grades with 
many A's. Jim would appear to 
be a better possibility to succeed 
in college. But this is not so. 


Jim is pleasant, hard - working 


and sincere. Average classwork is 
difiicult for him but he is reward- 
ed with high grades because teach- 
ers find him easy to .work with. 


Actually, Roger has the quicker 


intellect and for that reason he 
was enrolled in accelerated clas- 
ses. In that fast company he dops 
superior work but gets only aver- 
age grades. 


The cause may lie. not with 


Roger, but with his teacher, who 
may have a misplaced idea of 
classroom standards. 


Fear of Criticism 


Students of top ability already 


are grouped together in the ac 
celerated class, 
yet the teacher 


feels duty-bound to give only a 
limited 
number 
of top grades. 


Thus it is virtually impossible for 
more than a handful of the gifte3 


youngsters to earn the grades they 
deserve. 


The teacher may also have a 


subconscious fear of staff criti- 
cism. To many, it may seem an 
indication of personal softness to 
award many high grades, regard- 
less of the quality of the work. 


Finally, the teacher may have 


an inner feeling 
of inadequacy 


when faced by a classroom of gift- 
ed students and take refuge 
in 


.something called "grading on at- 
titude." 


A 
translation 
would go some- 


thing like this' 


"Oh. yes, Roger has earned an 


A in competition witlj others in 
the class. But his way of thinking 
personally upsets me. Therefore 
won't receive the grade he has 
earned." 


Thus, some accelerated classes 


are defeated before they start and. 
ironically, the failure lies not in 
the system hut in the teachers 
who carry it out.
